HITS SYMPATHY 


FORCWMINALS 


Henry Town, Former War- 


den, 
Says Much Senti- 
ment is Wasted 


Too much sympathy is wasted on 


criminals and not enough ia given 
families of prisoners, said Henry 
Town, for many years warden at 
the penitentiary at Waupun, and 
now a member of the state board 
of control. 


"It is impossible to make a suc- 


cess of government by the people 
unless crime is properly punished," 
declared Town today. 
"While ev- 


ery effort should be made to help 
the unfortunate and lift up the fall- 
en, thereis no place for sickly sen- 
timent in a government by law and 
order. 
If one-half of the energy 


now spent in sympathy on murder- 
er* and criminals would be devoted 
to the families of the victims 'and 
the other half to bringing the crim- 
inal to justice, this would be a hap- 
pier and safer world in which to 
live." 


Dr. Lenher Gets Patents 


On Powerful Solvent 


Three U. S. patents on the manu- 


facture of selenium oxychloride have 
been granted to Dr. Victor Lenher, 
Professor of chemistry at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. The chemical 
is now being manufactured on a 
commercial scale. The discovery of 
selenium oxychloride, the most pow- 
erful soltent now known 'to science, 
was ftrst announced by Dr. Lenher 
at the St. Louis meeting of the 
American Chemical society in April, 
1920.

A delegation of blind people from 


Milwaukee, members of the Badger 
State Advancement Association of 
the Blind, were in Madison to-day 
to call on Gov. Blaine with reference 
'to the newly created blind bureau. 
Adam Zepp, president, and Joseph 
A. Bell, vice president of the organi- 
zation and Miss Edna Schmidt, a 
teacher, were in the delegation. 


"We are here to lay our views be- 


fore the governor," said 
Mr. Bell. 


"When the blind legislation was be- 
fore the present legislature the blind 
people were never even notified that 
the bills were to come up. We are 
now hoping that Gov. Blaine will 
give us a hearing in order that we 
may make some protest over the 
manner in the which the whole prop- 
osition is being worked over, the 
protesta of the blind. 


"We know the people 
who are 


back of 'this legislation. We expect 
no real help from them. We do not 
want to be objects of charity. We 
want to make the blind self reliant 
in industry where they have been 
able to do much work, 


"The trouble with the new legis- 


lation is this. People-hear that a 
bureau for the blind has been cje- 
ated. 
Immediately they feel tKat 


thc-statoJs^laJcng care, of the blind. 
It makes it harder for us to" go and 
get real job:} because people feel, 
that if we don't get the jobs that 
the state will take care of us. The 
blind people would prefer to work 
out their own situations and we do 
not stand back of a proposition to 
give (25,000 of the state's money to 
people in whom we have1 no confi- 
dence." 


According to the members of the 


delegation the members of the new 
T>lind bureau board have already 
b?en picked by those who backed the 
blind bureau bill. They say that the 
next pressure to 'be put on the gov- 
ernor will be to appoint as members 
of the bureau the following: 
Dr. 


Ciutave I. Hoj-Je. Milwaukee, as the 
doctor member; Miss Carrie B, Levy 
of th* Milwaukee day school for the 
blind, educator member; Miss Eliza- 
beth McCarthy, woman member. 
The members of the blind delega 
tion' here to-day oppose these ap- 
pointments.

Philipp ini.tead suggested to Miss 
McCarthy that she accept a position 
with the board of control'as a field 
worker among the blind and that 
later a bliud bureau would be cre- 
ated to which she could be appoint- 
ed. Miss McCarthy accepted a place 
with the beard of control and work- 
ed np a survey of blind conditions. 
Members of the delegation here to- 
day, however, maintain that a large 
part of the McCarthy survey was 
taken from the Massachusetts sur- 
vey on the blind. 


Dr. Hogne, Mass Levy and Miss 


McCarthy were active at the recent 
legislature in putting the blind bu- 
reau bill through. 
If their plans 


carry through they expect, that all 
three will be named by Gov. Blame 
to the new board. 


Mr. Bell, who was in the delega- 


tion to-<Jay, is a high type of the 
modem blind man. 
Bell believe* 


that the blind should not be objects 
of charity hot should be able to 
make their own way in the, world. 
Bell has been a leader in the move- 
ment in Milwaukee to get blind peo- 
ple into industry and he has a rec- 
ord of having placed 54 blind peo- 
ple In jobs.

EFORT3 of intoxication among the students of the univer- 
sity have been somewhat exaggerated. That a few cases 


may have occurred is no doubt true. It would be impossible to 
assemble 4,500 students without having in that number some of 
the wilder and more irresponsible class. 


During the past week reports have been current that sev- 


eral cases of intoxication were reported to Judge Hoppmann of 
the Superior Court and that he had called the violators into 
conference. Reports have been circulated that fraternity men 
are the principal offenders. In order to ascertain the truth of 
these reports the Cardinal has Investigated the matter. 


. Judge Hoppmann declares that no direct allegations of in- 


toxication have been mado against students or group of stud- 
ents. T^ie reports as brought to his attention were to the ef- 
fect thrft a few students had been especially exuberant during 
the eajly hours Jn the morning. No charges of intoxication 
were made, i:or have any further mention of exuberance of 
spirits been mentioned. The reports made were turned in by 
residents of the neighborhood in which the noise occurred. 


Only a few students were involved. It docs not appear that 


fraternity men were greater offenders than others. The situ- 
ation however merited some measures which would check fur- 
ther affairs. Judge floppmann wisely fell that an appeal made 
to the student body would be the best means of prevention. 


For that purpose h* Issued an invitation to representative 


members of the student body and one from each of the fraterni- 
ties to meet him in his chamber. To these men he stated the 
situation and appealed to those present to do what was possible 
to curb further actions of the nature. If there were further 
violations the entire matter would be turned over to the Fed- 
-ral Authorities. 


Apparently the situation was not alarming enough to war- 


rant more than preventive and advisory measures. No defi- 
nite accusations have been made against any student That the 
disturbers were intoxicated can only be surmised. Accounts in 
some of the papers and on the campus have been somewhat dis- 
torted.

The question however is not one to be easily passed orer 


The name of the university and the student body' suffers each 
time that anything of the nature occurs. It is unfortunate that 
a comparatively few students can, by their unconsidered actions, I 
Injure the name of the entire university. 


The appeal of Judge Hoppmann should prevent further oc-1 


currences, which even though they may be innocent of any red 
wrong become grossly exaggerated in the telling. The repre- 
sentaUves at Judge Hoppmann's meeting should not falltean 
swcr a manly appeal In a manly manner.

Rent Situation Serous 


Madison is Being Held Up and Scores Are Talking of Moving. 


T 


HE Madison rent problem is becoming a question'of serious 
importance to the welfare of this city. 
In the past, Madison has been the home of scores of travel- 


Ing men. They chose Madison because of the ideal facilities 
offered for homes and for the educational opportunities offered 
to their families. Then, too, Madison is the hub from which 
they could radiate over a rich and prosperous territory. 


Now these people are beginning to say that they cannot af- 


for^ to live in Madison. 
When rents are being boosted up 


around the $G5 and $75 mark these men, many of whom are on 
modest salaries, cannot meet the strain. Therefore they are 
talking of moving to Milwaukee and other cities. 


The problem, of course, is general to salaried people in Mad- 


laon. It is becoming impossible for hundreds of families living 
in Madison to maintain a healthy order of household economies 
under the present rent prices. A rule of household economy has 
always been that the rent paid for a month should not exceed 
the we«k'» salary of the person paying the rent. How, then, 
can people getting $35 and $40 a week pay the exorbitant rents 
which they are asked to pay at the'present time? 


It la evident that the landlords in Madison are out to get 


•what a suffering public win pay to have a place to live. Men 
who built apartments at pre-war prices are charging rents based 
en an Increase in valuation of as high as 40 per cent. It is to 
be regretted that the power of state seems defenseless to pro- 
ject people from this robbery. 


It is a problem that men having the welfare of this com- 


munity at heart cannot ignore. People are not going to starve 
for the privilege of living in Madison. The beauties of Madison 
aa an ideal place in which to live are sadly marred by the rent 
shark and the stern bill collector.
